Dr. McCosh aud Development. 


Eprrors Paciric: I see, with some 
surprise, in your issue pf Nov. 28th,.a 
criticism upon myself from Bro. Wil- 
ley, of Santa Cruz. In asort of sécond- 
hand way, I am deemed guilty of teach- 
ing atheism ; of lauding certain scien- 
tists as unapproachable in every moral 
virtue and excellence; of ignorance; 
of bearing false witness against Dr. 
McCosh. 


The lecture criticised was a verbatim | 


repetition of the one delivered in Bro. 
Post’s church, at Stockton, at his re- 
quest, and in his presence and that of 
Dr. Stratton, of the University of the 
Pacific. I appeal to these gentlemen 
to say whether it contained one trace of 
atheism. It was the strongest protest 
which I was capable of putting into 
words in opposition to atheism and ma- 
terialism. I see not how wit or wisdom 
could construe it otherwise. | 

The passage concerning certain heret- 
ical philosophers was copied almost 
word for word from a paper which I 
read two years ago before the General 
Association at Redwood City, which 
paper was afterward published. in Tux 
Paciric, by vote of the Association. I 
declared that these men were pure- 
minded, honest, and blameless in life. 
Does my critic know anything to the 
contrary ? Would he have me slander 
good men, merely because of a differ- 
ence of opinion ? 

As to ignorance, I must unyuestiona- 
bly plead guilty. I make no claim to 
great scientific knowledge. I am one 
of the humblest of students and most 
elementary of teachers. Nevertheless, 
that my critic is not the may to cast 
stones at me on this score, so far as Dr. 
McCosh’s position is concerned, will, I 
think, appear in the next paragraph. 


As to the fourth specification, I deny 
it utterly. I quote from an article on 
“ Development,” by Dr. McCosh, which 
appeared -in the “ Popular Science 
Monthly ’ of November, 1876: 


“To equal him [Huxley] in candor, I 
admit that transitional forms are.ever 
casting up. He dwells on the resem- 
blances and the affinities between rep- 
tiles and birds, and refers to animals 
which have some of the properties of 
both. Thus, there are birds that have 
teeth, and reptiles that have wings.

Conte—teaching that the gradual trans- 
formation of species is one of the meth- 
ods of divine creative procedure,

mainly by reference to the very topics 
which he broached—by transparencies 
picturing certain reptiles and reptilian 
birds, and illustrating the development 
of the horse in the strata of. Wyoming.

The general summary was, that “nat- 
ural evolution,”’ in the sense of the mere 
blind drift of atoms under the impulsion

~ Prof. Arnold Guyot, of whom Dr. 
McCosh speaks, is not much known as 
a biologist, though he has done distin- 
guished work as a geographer. Prof. 
Macloskie is not an scientist 
at all.

there. My work as a teacher of Natu-

W. has “gpoken out in meeting,” 
calling me by name; and I have proved 
the criticism prensidlend I will only 
say in return, that,if he had read. more 
of the thought of modern science, he 
would have been better acquainted with 
the position of theologians, such as Dr. 
McCosh, and would have spared him. 
self the annoyance, and me the pain, of 
this public controversy. 


It is not a light thing even to suggest 
the teaching atheism by one who has 
been sometimes entrusted with the 
preacher’s solemn work. If the charge 
is persistently made, I cap only ask for 
a competent committee of our Associa- 
tion to investigate the alleged atheistical 
utterances, together with all that prop- 
erly pertains thereto.

A CHRISTIAN PRISON. 
BY REV. S. S. MARTYN,

Are the terms contradictory ? And 
yet there is certainly no place’ where 
the Gospel needs more to find its way 
than into our jails and penitentiaries,. 
Within a week I have visited such a 
‘Christian place—which I am almost in- 
-clined to call a model prison, so bene- 
ficent is the Christian spirit which ani- 
mates its control, arid so cheerful and 
full of hope is the atmosphere which 
pervades it. I refer to the “ Refurma- 
‘tory fur Women,” situated io Indiana- 
polis, and in charge of Mrs. S. J. 
Smith, a Quaker lady of large heart 
‘cand brain, who was also the originator 
-and founder of the institution. It is at 
eonce the State Prison of Indiana for 
women, and a State Reform School for 
girls, and has been in operation _about 
Six years.

Three or four 
large rooms are the sleeping depart. | 
ments, with beds arranged in the:order. 
of boarding-school sleeping-rooms, and 
quite as attractive. Jfinally we reach 
the chapel at the top of. the house.

We return to the public parlor, and 
bid good bye to the noble institution. 
Seventy-eight per cent. of the women 
turn out well, we are told. So that we 
will not say it is all sentiment with 
nothing targible. Seventy-six per cent 
of the girls also stand, do well, many of 
them going into good Christian homes, 
sometimes adopted there. One bright- 
eyed little girl of nine or ten was shown 
us who was to leave the jnstitution 
within a few days for such a home 
awaiting her. 

While we speculate in the abstract 
about “ Science and the Gospel,” and 
‘*The Regenerate Power of Faith,” 
here we have a fresh instance, another 
practical test, of what Christ and the 
Cross are actually doing for the State 
and the fallen alike. Does it pay?

_ CRITICISM ON RAMPAGE. . 

Colonel Robert Ingersoll has won an 
unenviable reputation by his violent as- 
saults on -the fundamentl truths of re- 
ligion. He is an able man, a popular 
speaker, and clever writer; and the 
fame he gained in the political field asa 
powerful and witty and telling speaker 
has served to advertise: his infidelities 
and draw crowds to his lectures. Many. 
of his criticisms on superstitions that 
still linger in ignorant quarters, and his 
clever hits on the shortcomings of re- 
ligious professors, were effective enough, 
and served to give an air 6f plausiblity 
to his more serious attacks on the vital 
truths of religion, And many people 
were doubtless affected more or less by 
the ingenuity of the rhetorician, who 
~cunningly connected the faults of pro- 
fessing Christians and the superstitions 
of ignorant ages with the religion they 
encumber, and included both in the 
same sweeping condemnation. It is the 
age of criticism, but the majority of 
even reading people are not discriminat- 
ing in their habits of miad. They lump 
together things which are radically un- 
like. They confound things which are 
opposite. And when a forcible and 
popular orator identifies religion with its 
excrescences, and holds them up to rid- 
icule together, their faith is apt to be 
weakened, if not shaken. 

The real test of a man’s quality and 
worth is the judgment he expresses of 
things known and understood, Ingersoll 
was on comparatively safe ground while 
discharging his flippant criticisms of the- 
ological upinions of which his audiences 
had no practical knowledge. This year, 
however, he has ventured into a new 
field. The subject of his winter lecture 


is Robert Burns, whom he eulogizes as a | 


reformer second only to Luther, a dem- 
ocrat superior to Jefferson, and almost 
the only English poet since Shakespeare. 
Indeed, Burns and Shakespeare in his 
view are the only poets worth mention- 
ing that the English race has produced. 
He goes on to condemn the great posts 
of England and the world in the most 
energetic way: Milton,” he says, “is 
called a great poet, but nobody ever | 
read ‘ Paradise Lost’ the second time. 
He uses splendid words aad magnificent 
imagery to convey ideas that nobody 
cares anything about. He collected the 
militia of heaven; he put epaulets on 
the shoulder of God, and described the 
devil as an artillery officer.” Of course 
the audience laughed at this irreverent 
hit. Scott “never wrote a line of 
poetry in his life; he was a mere rhyme- 
ster.” The only thing that Dante did 
to deserve admiration was to puta Pope 
in hell.” And Petrarch was as hollow 
as he was polished, and as false as he 
was grammatical. These ideas are 
they show 
what his judgments of things known 
and understood are worth. It is useless 
to waste words in trying to establish 
the poetic character and splendid genius 
of Milton, or to prove that “ Paradise 
Lost ” is one of the monumental works 
of the English mind. The best intel- 
lects of two hundred years have rejoic- 
ingly confessed that John Milton was 
one of the kings among the poets of the 
earth ; and Johnson, and Addison, and 
Southey, and Hazlitt, and Jeffries, and 
Mackintosh, and Channing, and Macau- 
lay, and a host of writers of opposite 
creeds and opinions, concede that “ Par- 
adise Lost ” is one of the greatest poems 
in the world. Robert Hall says that in 
sublimity Homer canhot be compared 
with Milton. Macaulay says that Mil- 
ton’s poetry resembles Alpine scenery, 
and the only poem in modern ,times 
that can be compared with ‘‘ Paradise 
Lost’ is the “ Divine Comedy”; but 
even Dante is inferior to the English 
poet. Coleridge says: “‘ No one can 
rise from a perusal of this immortal 
poem without a deep sense. of .,the 
grandeur and purity of Milton’s soul.” 
It would be easy to fill a volume with 
similar judgments. The poetical char- 
acter of Walter Scott is too well estab- 
lished to need defense. Allan Cunning- 
ham, John Wilson, and Byron, and Tal- 
fourd, and other critics, have pointed 
out the merits of Scott’s poetry in works 
that are classic. Carlyle says the in- 
disputable impress of the worth of gen- 
uine baman force is init. Its immense 
popularity proves that it sweeps the 
chords of the universal heart. There

scores of writers since Shakespeare, and 
enshrined their authors in undying re- 
gard, if no poet but Barns has appear- 
ed? Is the intellect of the English 
race idiotic? 

It seems strange at first that Col. In- 
gersoll should pass by all other aspirants 
for the poetic name to. place his wreath 
upon the head of Burns. Why does he 
select him out of the great company of 
writers who have beén regarded as 
poets? He confessed the reason of his 
choice in the passages he quotes from 

the Scottish bard, passages which hit off 
the follies of the clergy, and the short- 
comings of professors, and the hard and 
dry dogmatism of the religious teaching 
of theday. But his ecbief ground for 
glorifying Burns, on his own showing, 
is that Burns preferred the tavern to the 
churcb, and drinking to. praying! ~ In- 
deed, he apologizes at length for the 
poet’s intemperance, and cracks jokes }® 
over the excesses which. resulted in his 
ruin. He laughs over the lapses which 
have made all good men weak, and 
excuses what all moralists condemn. It 
is evident enough’ that Ingersoll’s .ad- 
miration is not for Burns the poet, but 
|for Burns the jester at the clergy, the 
sneerer at doctrines he did not under- 
stand, the frequenter of ale-houses, the

breaker of the Commandments. And 


yet this man sets himself up as a re- 
former in morals, walle he scouts — 
ion ! 


We do not care to discuss the poetic 
claims of any poet, nor to enter the lists 
with any one as to the comparative rank 
of Burns in the class to which he be- 
longs.’ Bat what are we to think of the 


intellectual quality and caliber of the 


man who utters such wholesale and 
dogmatic judgments as Ingersoll deliv- 
ers? People may laugh at his’ clever 
hits, and enjoy bis humor ; but one who 
knows anything of English literature 
must feel pained and shocked that a 

man claiming to have common sense 


and an education can go before the pub- 


lic and utter such brazen and ignorant 
nonsense. Ingersoll’s worthless literary 
judgments show that he has mental de- 
fects and moral limitations which utter- 
ly vitiate his judgments on subjects re- 
lated to poetry, which appeal to the 
sentiments, the imagination, the faith 
and trust and spirituality of mankind. 
His ridiculous estimates of poetry 


show how utterly worthless and mis. \ 


leading are his criticisms of religious 
systems and doctrines, and of religion 
itself. A man whose judgment is ab- 
surdly whimsical and untrustworthy on 
subjects of knowledge, cannot be fol 
lowed into unknown realms. His stric- 
tures and his commendations are equal- 
ly suspicious. When Ingersoll declares 
that “ Paradise Lost” it not a poem, but 
a magniloquent piece of balderdash, we 
are not surprised to hear him say that 
no Calvinist ever did or ever will write 
a poem, and that ‘‘ Calvinism takes all 
poetry out of the world.” -Nor are we 
surprised that he believes in no here- 
after, no Providence, no God ; that he 
condemns the wisdom of the world’s 
sages as foolishness and the ‘piety of 
saints as fanaticism! He may be hon- 
est, but his mind does not lay hold of 
trutbs of the highest order, and is not 
sensitive and susceptible enough to re- 
ligious facts and 
sions to recognize them as realities. His 
wholesale strictures on religion, like bis 
condemnation of a whole department of 
literature, are as worthless and baseless 
as a deaf man’s denial of music because 
he has not the ear to hear it. And this 
is the character of very much of our 
modern criticism of spiritual things. It 
comes from men who are not religious, 
men in whom the spiritual elements are 
dormant or overlaid, men who lack the
